1 
day have now com upon ns in times sf civil ' 
commotion and terrible rebellion against the 
government that was then determined upon 
,and the constitution which was ordained and 
ratified eleven years ouboeq uently. The his- 
toric events connected with this sublime work 
^nre as fellows: On Tuesday, June II, 1776. 
Mcsms. Jeffmvon, John Adam* Franklin. 
Sherman, and R R Livingston were appoint- 
ed sosmmitiee to prepare the Declaration 
,”Os July l, the Congress resolved itself into e 
committee of the whale to consider the reso- 
lution respecting independence, after which 1 
the -Declaration wee referred back to the com- 
■tittee, sad the subject postponed util the 
next day. Os the Id of July the considera- 
tion of the resolution was resumed, and it 
was agreed to in the ever memorable words:

W..h 
the month of July, however, there came vic- 
tory. Oa the 3J Gettysburg was made his- 
toric by Meade, on the 4th Vicksburg capitu- 
lated to Grant, and CoL O. H. Moore, of the 
35th Michigan , in stockades at Tebb's Bend, 
on ibe Green River, repulsed Morgan’s force, 
which outnumbered him twenty to one, and 
sent, in reply to the rebel summons to surren- 
der, that the Fourth #/ July ru not the day 
for rurrmdrr ; on the 6th Col. Hanson made 
bis gallant defence of Lebanon, and on the 
7th Port Hudson was taken, Ool. Jacob whip- 
ped the Confederates at Cumberland, and the 
rebels had retreated for Tennessee. 

In cur cwn city in July of last year all 
able to bear arms were called out for service, 
and martial law was declared; Morgan was 
making his raid through Indiana and Ohio; 
the draft riots oocnrred in New York city, 
and mobs attempted to seise the arser a in 
Boston. Now there is not a rebel soldier in 
the K irtbern States. Oar city is secure, and the 
State, though harassed by guerillas, ha9 no 
formidable armies in its borders; Sherman i* 
In the heart of Georgia driving Joe Johnston; 
Grant is investing Richmond with every con- 
fidence of securing its fall; the Mississippi 
river is open to commerce; Tennessee is safe, 
and the Federal cause everywhere looks pros- 
perous and encouraging. In July, 1863, we 
gave stunning blows to the rebslli on; let ui 

hope that durfog July, 1864. we m*y be able 
completely to crush it. It cannot be disguised 
that we have difficulties before tu; we have 
wily military foes to encounter; embarrassing 
financial difficulties to overcome; and political 
complications to harmonise; but still it caunct 
be denied that the Fourth of July, 1864, dawns 
most encouragingly upon us, that the great 
heart of the nation beats hopefully, and 
that there never was a stronger determination 
to crush out th* rebellion and restore the su- 
prvmary of the laws than is evii^ped at the 
present moment. Let us, therefore, enj iy and , 
glorify the day of our nation's birth, aad trust 1 
that the future will develop it in all its pris- 
tine glory, honor, strength, and beneficence. 

B9~If we may judge by the following arti- 
cle from a recent number of the Richmond 
Examiner, the resignation of Secretary Chve, 
whatever else it mar occasion, will certaiuly 
afford tbs rebels no oppoitinity to boast at our 
expense: 

It gives os much pleasure to be enabled to 
announce that Mr. Memminger bag certainly 
resigned. He will leave tbe Trearnry Depart- 
ment in aad oonfosion — about seventy millions 
due to the soldiers: no bills to pay them with 
by reason of the banishment ot the force of 
clerks; in short, a general mull or muddle.

ships in this Government. It is feared, 
therefore, that tbe President may be obliged, 
in addition to bis other ardnous la- 
bors— to undertake the administration of the 
Treasury Department himself Is which ca»* 
he will probably sssign to duty io the Trea- 
sury some favorite Brigadier who is not so 
highly appreciated by tb* service as by his 
attached Com mender- io-Cbief. What would i 
be better still, some experienced Q oar term as- j 
ter might b* induced to act as tbe President's 
Military Secretary, if assigned to duty in this 
bureau; indeed, we know Quartermasters who, 
if financial ability and resources be the things 
requisite, would make very much abler finance 
ministers than Mr Memminger. At nil even's 
we bare got rid of this dreadful Secretary. 
Prices ought to fall at tbe news, and a species 
of confidence begin to establish itself in oar 
financial condition; because all men will feel 
that we may hays a better minister, and can- 
not hare a worse. 

Mr. Chase may at all events congratulate 
himself that his resignation will not be apt to 
be chronicled in terms so contemptuous as 
these by any journalist of any party. Mr. 
Chase in fact retires from office with a reputa- i 
'ion somewhat higher than that with which 
be entered upon office. On the other bend, 
bis confederate antagonist, though he entered 
upon office with e high repntetion, retires 
from office with no reputation at alL Of 
course this contrast is expressed in a corres- 
ponding one between the conditions of the 
two treasuries. Moreover, we have no difficulty 
in finding an acceptable successor to a very 
respectable secretary, while the rebels con- !

There are a few politicians here and there— 
Demin&ily Democrat*— that do not want the 
Democratic party to succeed, who arq either 
at work to belo re-elect Lincoln or to aid 
Jeff Davis in his efforts to make the rebellion 
a stive,*. These men are in the habit of 
proclaim iug that they won't vote for Mc- 
Clellan for President — or it may be some 
otter man they object to — even though 
te should receive the nomination at 
Chicago. But the Democratic people will not 
follow the lead of each men. If they mean 
to bolt, they can’t take the voters with them; 
for tbe Dvmorracy will go unitedly for the 
nominee of tbe Chicago Convention — who- 
ever he may be — in order to “rescue ‘he con- 
trol of the Govern meat from tbe banosof the 
corrupt men now in power, and restore it to 
the guidance of that party under whose fos- 
tering care the nation grew to a degree of 
power and greatness never before attained 
within the same spo.ee of time by any otaer 
people on the globe.” 

Quoting this sxtract from the Statesman, 
the Buffalo Conner, the organ of the Democ- 
racy of Western New York, says:

This reflection of the Courier's appsars to 
ns se.f-evidently joat, as the fact stated in the 
preceding sentence is certainly true beyond 
question. Tbe “ Lincoln administration,” 
as tbe Conner says, “is the special patron 
of all these ‘pence’ movement*,’’ it ‘ secretly 
encourages ‘peace’ newspapers aad ‘peace’ 
meetings,” and “every demonstration of the 
‘peace’ men is openly exulted in and applaud- 
ed by the abolition pres a.” Tnis fact is in- 
deed notorious. Nay, very prominent “peace” 
men have not hesitated to declare that they 
prefer Lincoln to McClellan or to any other 
Conservative Unionist.

The dealer ha* had the consumer complete- 
ly at his mercy. Every fl actuation in the 
currency quotations has formed the excuse 
for some sidditional extortion by the petty 
trader and produce broker. And one-htif of 
the amount which has been added to every 
housewife’s bill daring the laet 'welve month?, 
applied to the purposes of the National Treac- 
ury, would have enabled Mr. Chase to reduce 
the volume of his currency to half its preeent 
proportions, and to have bid defiance to inor- 
dinate speculation in gold. 

The Times correctly says “that the increase 
in the cost of every consumable article repre- 
sents an increase of taxation;” — an increase in 
the taxation the people have to pay for the 
support of the war many fold greater than all 
the direct taxation which goes into the coffers 
of the Government The Times intimates, 
though it dees not expressly say so, that this 
oreroos extra taxation is owing to the in- 
flation ol the currency. If it had made that 
confession as well as the other, it wonld have 
led to the inquiry, Why that iuflation of the 
currency? The answer to the query would 
inevitably lay the fault upon those cabinet in- 
competents whom the Times is enlisted to de- 
fend. 

It is wholly owing to what has long been 
dsimed by the Governments of Europe as an 
exploded folly — the raising of money ia a 
war emergency by doubling or trebling the 
currency through the agency of a paper 
rneney medium, instead of borrowing at high 
interest, or by liberal discount in the sale 0 
bonds. This latter has long been known to 
be much the most economical mode, when 
viewed even exclusively in reference to the 
Government itself. For, as according tj the 
familiar inexorable laws of trade, tally proved 
by the experience of aH nations, the donoling 
or trebling of a fall currency always has the 
effect to doable or treble prices; the Govern- 
ment donbles prices upon itself, thus enor- 
mously enhancing the cost of the war far be- 
yond the loss from any reasonable discount in 
tbe rate of bonds. This extra cost to th* 
Government is, however, as tbe Times inti- 
mates, only a trifle when compared with 
extra cost which the people are thereby caused 
to pay for all tbe necessary comforts of life. 
It ia no alleviation of this great burden to 
know that it has been brought unnecessarily 
npon the nation from the incompetency of 
our abolition rulers, and that, instead of any 
attempted substantial relief, they are trying 
to enhance the mischief by an increase of 
banks of issue. 

Theee things it is not the Time3’s vocation 
tc show, and hence its silence in regard to them. 
But the people are not silent. These things 
are tke 'heme of every circle where the un- 
fortunate condition of the currency is dis- 
cussed, or where tbe gloomy prospect of our 
national finances is taken into consideration. 

W&' The Anglo-rebel pirate vessel Alaba- 
ma was eunk off Cherbourg, in France, on 
tbe 19ih nit , by the United States propeller 
Kearsage, after an action of one hoar and 
forty minotes. This news was brought by 
the steamer City of Baltimore, at New York 
yesterday. It was understood by a provisos 
arrival that the Alabama left Cherbourg on 
that day, after having been carefully refitted 
for the purpose of attacking the Union vessel 
Scmmes the desperado was in command of 
his rebel craft, and the Kearsage, a wooden 
screw- steamer, of 1,031 tons, with eight guns, 
was commanded by Capt. John A. Winslow, 
a loyal North Carolinian, who had been 
watching the French port for a long while 
with all tbe patience of a cat over a rat-hole. 
His hopes have been crowned with success, 
and the Alabama is now at the bottom of the 
British channel off Cape la Hogne. The very 
fact that Semmes had the insolence to sail for 
tbe purpose of fighting the Kearsage shows that 
bis vessel must have been put in first-rate or- 
der by the rebel sympathizers in France, and 
is another evidence ol the heartless treachery 
of tbe despot who now roles that nation. Our 
information in regard to the engagement is 
brief, bat the triumph of Captain WinBlow 
was complete. Semmes and some of his 
crew escaped through the friendly assistance 
of the British yacht Greyhound, and were 
t *ken lo Southampton, and there tendered a 
public dinner by British “neutrals,” but the 
pirate declined, and hurried over to Paris to 
lay his griefs at the feet of Slidell, or perhaps 
to get another vessel from Louis Napoleon. 
The French pilot-boat, as well as the British 
ship Acton and the English yacht, s*em 3 to 
have hovered in the vicinity of the fight to 
give aid and comfort to the pirate, for the two 
former carried several of the Alabama’s officers 
and crew into Cherbourg. The Kearsage 
sustained very little injury, and her casual- 
ties were but three wouaded, while she cap- 
tured sixty-eight prisoners. Bemmes has 
written a statement, charging that the Kear- 
sage continued to fire after he had struck bis 
flf-g. This assertion comes with a bad grace, 
irem a man whose associates are in the habit 
ot killing their prisoners in cold blood, after 
surrender, and we do not place the least reli- 
ance m it. The career of the famous bucca- 
neer is ended; Semmes is linked with La- 
fitte, Kjdd, and other ocean robbers, and it is 
the 6bame of France and England that ves- 
sels flying their flags gave aid to the pirates 
when escaping from Capt. Winslow.

A National Militia Ststeit— We have 
had no opportunity to inspect the provisions 
oftbe National Militia Bill recently proposed 
in Congress, but we find a digest in tbe col- 
umns of a contemporary, which explains its 
leading features. The bill provides for the 
establishment of a national bureau of militia 
, in the War Department, its chief officer to be 
appointed from the regular army, to ha called 
the United States Adjutant General of Militia, 
and to receive a Balary of $4,000. An Assist- 
ant Adjutant General will also be appointed, 
with a salary of $3,000, and in every State 
| and Territory of the Union there shall be an 
Assistant Adjutant General and Qiarter- 
master General, who shall also bo Com- 
missary General and Inspector of Militia of 
the United States fer the State, these 
officers being likewise from the regular 
army, and appointed by the Secretary ot War 
on nomination of the Adjutant Goneral. 
Every Congressional district is termed a mili- 
tia district, for which one assistant inspactor, 
one medical director, and one Assistant Quar- 
termaster Commissary General of militia shall 
be appointed by the Secretary of War. The 
Militia Bureau thus constituted will make 
provision for enrolling, drafting, and organiz- 
ing and uniforming, arming and equipping 
the militia cf the country after me style ot the 
regular army ; theBareau being also qualified 
to test the competency aud character of mili- 
tia officers appointed under State laws, and to 
dismiss them with the approval of the War 
Secretary. The militia will be constituted of 
four classes, viz: Single mea between 20 and 
33 years; Bingle men between 32 and 45 
years; and married men of the same classi- 
fication of age, with the usual excep- 
tions of officials, physical cxemDti, 
Triennial enrolments will be made in 
each district, and distinct and particular 
lists will be advertised annually and 
folly. Provision is made for a general draft 
ia Deeember, 1864, of twenty per cent, of the 
entiie number enrolled, no person to be draft- 
ed from one class till all in the prior class hare 
been exhausted ; this conscript organization to 
be called the “National Guard,” and to serve 
for three years; tbe residue of the enrolled to 
beBtyledlhe "Reierve.” Volunteer compa- 
nies and regiments will be received into the 
drafted service, and the State authority will 
of coarse made out commissions in the gener- 
al militia, which shall have regimental and 
battery drills once a month, and a district en- 
campment annually. The National Guard will 
be kept up to a standard by draft, and the 
President, npon the need of troops for actual 
service, will call upon the Governors for so 
many regiments and batteriee, the choice to 
be determined by lot 

M?~Wm. Pitt Feesenden, who has been 
confirmed as Mr. Chase’s *nccp?sor as Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury, was bern atljoscowen, N. 
H., on the 16th of October, 1806. He gradu- 
ated at Bowdoin College in 1823, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar 1827. In 1829 he removed 
to Portland, Me., and in 1831 was elected to 
tbe State Legislature. The yonngeet mem- 
ber of that body, he greatly distinguished 
himielf in a debate on theUnited States Bank. 
He roBe rapidly in his profession, and in 1840, 
as the Whig candidate for Congress, outran 
the strength of his party. Ia 1843 he was 
nominated for re-election, but declined, pre- 
ferring to return to the practice of his profes- 
sion. In 1850 he was again elected to Con- 
gress, hut, through an error in the returns, 
his seat was given to his competitor. He was 
a member of the national convention which 
nomita’ed General Harrison for the Presiien- 
cy in 1840. He was also a member of the 
convention of 1848, which nomiaated General 
Taylor, in which he supported the claims of 
Mr. Webster, and of the convention of 1852, 
which nominated Gen. Scott. In 1S04 he was, 
as a Whig, elected to theUnited States Sen- 
ate, and, on the night of March 3i made a 
strong and thrilling, speech against tbe Ne- 
braska bill, which had a decided effect, and 
established his reputation at once as one of the 
ablest members of the Senate. In 1859 he was 
re-elected as United States Senator for six 
years by the unanimous vote of bis party, 
without the formality of a previous notnioa- 
tion, it being the first instance of the kind in 
tbe history of the State. Mr. Fessenden, as 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, 
hsB had abundant experience, and has proved 
himself to be a worthy and competent man. 
petent man.

The 
citizens were treated with the greatest civility, 
arid the Bcamps pretended to be engaged in an 
honorable warfare. A Federal officer was 
captured in the town, and held a prisoner. 
We were unable to learn his name. One of 
tbe guerillas proceeded in a quiet, professional 
manner to relieve said officer of his puree, 
watch, Ac. The attention of the chief wa 9 
called to the matter, when he ordered every- 
thing returned to the owner. He denounced 
in strongest terms the act of petty pillage, and 
his words were applauded by a large majority 
of the members of the gang. When our in- 
foimant left Bardstown, the guerillas occu- 
pied the place, and were as courteous to eve- 
ry body as the model representatives of true 
ehiv&lry of olden days. Their policy is in- 
deed somewhat novel, and we must acknowl- 
edge that we are mystified, dumbfounded, and 
completely at a loss to understand it. We 
are under the impression tnat the gang it 
newly organised, aud each member is a 
novice in his profession. We predict that the 
courteous individuals will aeon forget their 
old fogy notions of high-minded chivalry, and 
karn to steal a hoist*, plunder a store, and rob 
the peaceful traveller in the most finished 
manner. To be a guerilla and chivalry at the 
same time is perfectly inco’mpatible and 
wholly ridiculous.

We do not 
think General Grant has hazarded an assault 
on the city wiihont having the ability to drive 
the rebels from tbeir works on the soath side 
of the Appomattox river, and we feel quite 
confident that he is not yet in a position to 
accomplish that. We should not, however, 
be enrprised if the fertility of bis resources 
bad suggested some plan to render the fail of 
the rebel city a fixed fact in a shorter p9riod 
than we, with ail our admiration of his vigor, 
bad anticipated. 

Tna Georgia Cahfaiqx.— Now that the 
rebels have evacuated Kenesaw Mountain 
and Marietta is occupied by our troops, Gen. 
Sherman will vigorously press the enemy 
down toward the Ciiattahoochie, moving in 
three columns, his right down the Dallas and 
Sandtown road, his centre along the valley of 
Nicksjack, and his left along the main rail- 
road route. The river will probably be pon- 
tooned at Sandtown, and at that point we 
have no doubt the army will enjoy a much 
needed repose. The rebel papers have all 
along been jubilant over the expectation that 
Johnston was drawing Sherman into some 
trap, bat it is now reported that Joe has been 
removed from his Georgia command and 
ordered to Virginia, while Ewell suc- 
ceeds him at Atlanta. We do not be- 
lieve it will make any material differ- 
ence who commands the rebels. They have 
tried four dr five different Generals, and dis- 
aster has awaited alL Sidney Johnston lost 
every battle while be was in command of the 
Department of the Southwest from Mill 
Springs, where Zollicoffer fell, to Pittsbnrg 
Landing, where be himself was killed. 
Beauregard, succeeding him, was whipped 
at Shiloh, and driven from uoper Alabama 
ard Mississippi. Next came Bragg, who, with 
Kirby Smith, met some success in raiding, bnt 
from the time that he was besieged at Murfrees- 
boro, hardly made a stand in kis department, 
bnt successively lost Tnllahoma and Ohatta- 
ncoga, while Joe Johnston, from Ohickamauga 
to Marietta and from Vicksburg to Dalton and 
Rome, bag lost ground, men, munitions, and 
the confidence of the Confederacy. It has 
bronght no comfort to the reoel leaders to be 
confronted by Buell, Romctsus, Grant, or 
Sherman, and Ewell will find no field for glory 
if he is really called to battle against Sher- 
man, who has around him in the persons ot 
of Thomas, McPherson, Logan, Hooker, and 
his other corps, division, and brigade com- 
manders, snch an array of bravery and skill 
as tke world’s history has seldom before exhib- 
ited. They will soon be prepared to strike 
blows under which the rebellion will stagger 
and “Atalanta’s better part” — its routes 
of supply— will be entirely cat off. Crossing 
the Cbattahoochie at Sandtown, Sherman can 
press his army across to Eastpoint where the 
railroads diverge, leading to Lagrange in the 
southwest, and Macon in the south, while the 
Central Georgia can be tapped at Dscatnr and 
isolate Atlanta from all its eastern connec- 
tions. We can form no definite opinion as to 
when Sherman will move, bnt we do not be- 
lieve that he will carry his advance directly 
forward to Atlanta, bnt will take it in the 
flanks and rear. Wnatever he attempts will 
be successfully accomplished, and with as lit- 
tle loss of precious life as possible.

The Richmond Dispatch of the 13th of June 
thus exults over the nomination of Mr. Lin- 
coln by the Baltimore Convention: 

For onr own part we are glad to hear that 
Lincoln has received the nomination. When 
some enterprising partisan officer of the Revo- 
lution proposed to carry off Sir W ilUwn Howe 
from the midst of bis army, Washington put 
his veto on it at once.

tGr Several papers are beginning to fiad 
fault with Lient.- Gen. Grant, on the gronnd 
that be ia prodigal of life without obtaining 
decisive results. Tnis censure is not confined 
to tbe press of any particular party, and it is 
the result of anxiety, and not of any wait of 
confidence in his ability to oommaad. But 
the people should be patient. Grant 
was confirmed as Lieutenant-General on the 
2d of last May; in five days be was in Wash- 
ington, and in one week after his appointment 
be issued hia order calling the 11th and 12th 
aimy corps from Chattanooga and the 16th 
and 17ih corps from the Mississippi river 
to the Potomac. In abont seven weeks 
his reorganization was complete, and on the 
5:h of May he opened the campaign on the 
Rapid Ann, so that he has not yet been two 
months in the field. It was over two years 
from the time Gen. Grant assumed command 
of the Army of the Mississippi until Ticks- 
burg was taken. The attempts to accomplish 
that object by direct assanlt always failed, and 
all the operations at Young’s Point, Milhken’s 
Bend, Port Hudson, Warrenton, Bruinsburg 
Grang Gull; Port Gibson, Fourteen Mile 
Cretk, Raymend, Jackson, Champion Hill, 
Big Black Bridge, Ail, were links in the chain 
of strategy which finally invested Vicksburg 
on all sides, the L nion troops forming a semi- 
circle, with both flanks resting on the river, 
on the 20*.h of May. Then agaia direct as- 
saults were made, which were repulsed. Oa 
the 23d Gen. Grant commenced the regular 
siege, and in six weeks, to the very day, the 
place was unconditionally surrendered. 

Now, Gen. Grant is a man of action, but 
at the same time he is prodent, and has suc- 
ceeded in compelling the rebels to concentrate 
tbeir armies in Virginia and Georgia, which 
baa had the happy effect of liberating a 
vast extent of territory, giving him 
and Sherman bases of communication 
which can be kept open, and at the same time 
moet Berionaly menacing the rebel lines ot 
rorply. Let those who compfoin that no 
results have been attained consider that it was 
tbe 12th May. 1861, when Admiral Farragut 
first demanded the surrender of Vicksburg; 
that it was tbe 25;h June, 1861, when Grant 
assumed command, and the 4th Jaly, 1863, 
when the snrrender of Vicksburg was achiev- 
ed. How ridiculous it is, then, to expect that 
the capture of Richmond should be accom- 
plished without something of the same kind 
of operations. It was the 12th Jan nary, 1861, 
when the rebel Governor of Mississippi erect- 
ed the first batteries at Vicksburg. For months 
after that its siege was opened by the Unian 
forces, and it took twe years and two months, 
leas one week, to finish the siege. We cer- 
tainly cannot expect Gen. Grant to accom- 
plish impossibilities, nor has any one a right 
to say that he has not effected decisive resnlta. 
Thirteen months ago we were accustomed to 
hear the same kind of criticisms on the Vick> 
burg campaign, and fault-finding was as com- 
mon then as it is now. If Richmond cannot 
be token by assault, it will be by a regular 
siege. If it required 26 months, with the assist- 
ance of the iron-clads and gunboats under Far- 
ragut, Porter, Ellet, and other naval officers, 
to take Vicksburg. Let us have a little patience 
with Grant before Richmond. Ia the brief 
and characteristically modest reply which this 
distinguished officer made to President Lin- 
coln, when accepting the cemmisaion ot Lieu- 
tenant-General, he said: “With the aid oftbe 
coble armies who have fought on so many 
fields for our common country, it will be my 
earnest endeavor not to disappoint your ex- 
pectations. I feel the fall weight of the res- 
ponsible tv devolving on me; I know, that, if 
it is properly met, it will be dne to those ar- 
mies, and, above all, to the favor of that 
Providence which leads both nations and 
men.” In this spirit let os put our trust in 
Ger. Grant; he has never failed to accomplish 
bis designs, though he has received temporary 
checks; his magnificent army is in tbe finest 
spirits, and God’s blessing is on the holy cause 
of a people fighting for the preservation of 
tbeir national unity and the inestimable priv- 
ileges of free government. 

Th> CuBBaxcT.— The following is part of 
another article of the New York Times on 
this interesting subject: 

Certain occupations have indeed paid a 
license; a certain sum has been levied upon 
property, and a certain percentage has been 
sstessed npon incomes. But any and all of 
these foam only a fraction of the amount 
which every man has paid and is paying to 
carry on the war. Whoever has paid fiftr or 
a hundred per cent more than formerly for a 
coat or a hat, for a yard of cloth or a spool of 
thread, tor a loat of bread or a pound ot meat, 
has paid the overplus toward the support ot 
tbe war, ia the shape ot indirect taxation. 
He may designate tnis fact oy any phrase 
which suits him. He may call it a rise in 
gold, or a depreciation of the currency, bnt 
the fact is jnst this: The sum which he hai 
paid in extra prices is his portion of the indi- 
rect tax for carrying on the war. 

• • • e • 

This indirect taxation, which takes the pal- 
pable shape of an increase of prices, is the 
moet unfair and unequal possible. The man 
who owns a million of dollars ia property, 
or who has an income ofa hundred '.nouaand. 
eats and wears little more than Jhe maa who 
owns or earns a hundredth part of tnat sum, 
aid constquenily he pays scarcely more in 
the way oi indirect taxation. 

The Times concluded its article thus: “A 
direct tax sufficient in amount to bring cur- 
rency np and to bring prices do wn, ia the one 
financial measure needed.” 

The troe remedy is in correcting that 
which caused and ia keeping up the mis- 
chief— that is an inflated currency. The true 
“financial measure needed” is therefore a re- 
daction of the currency. All other schemes 
will prove mere inefficient tinkering. Tae 
abolition party in the Cabinet and in Con- 
gress having afflicted the country with this 
tremendous blander of an inflated currency, 
can not well be expected to correct their blun- 
ders by undoing what they have done, and thus 
acknowledge their ineompetency. The true 
“financial measure needed,” we should there- 
fore eay, is a change ot rulers. To place at the 
head ot affair* men having no pride of opinion 
to save, no motive tor attempting to disguise 
tbe blander, or for keeping ap its ruinous ef- 
fects longer than can be avoided. Oae of 
tboee effects will inevitably be the destruction 
of the national credit. Yet the Times ia 
anoiher part of the same paper says: 

“ W hen our credit fails the war wun the slave 
holders’ rebellion will probably fail, or, if con- 
tinued, it will be waged under univerial bank- 
ruptcy.” This is atrungly pat, bat aoae too 
strongly. It sboald opea the eyes of ail mea 
to the incompeteocy of oar abolition rulers, 
who brenght upon us such a sum of things 
by their financial blundering.

In view of this 
danger, many people are exchanging their 
“greenbacks’ tor note* of sound S-ate banks, 
wbicb It is believed wonld not be wholly in- 
volved in toe ruin which seems inseoereble 
irem a continuance of Mr. Lincoln's Ad- 
ministration. Federal bonds may oeagosd 
enough inves'ment tor Federal currency; but 
for a safe deposit of real value, tbey caa no 
longer becommerded. Th* limited subscrip- 
tions to the ten forty loan show that the** 
views bave become wide-spread.

States. A eic’orv won by the sword would 
be no victory, but a lamentable defeat to the 
friends of liberty. 

This brings us back to the line proposed by 
Senator Richardson. Mr. Liner In hat been 
“.orced upon tbe country in defiance of the 
better judgment of tbs Republican party,” 
in accordance with tbe foreboding ot this 
manifesto, and tbe Democratic party will do 
tbe very thing the manifesto hypothetically 
foretells; wherefore, Mr. Lincoln will be 
most undoubted ’y defeated.

Hal 
Gen. McClellan taken the precaution that 
Gen. Grant did — secured the destruction of 
the railroad running north from Richmond, 
and thus rendered rebel movement northward 
impossible— and had he exhibited the same 
activity that Gen Grant has, thus keeping the 
rebel army fully employed, then it would not 
bare been necessary to hare retained a large 
force to defend tbe capitaL McClellan went 
to tbe Peninsnla leaving tbe railroad! intact, 
and bis plans contemplated leaving them so 
It was this that rendered it necessary for tbe 
Administration to insist that the capital 
should be covered. It was tbe destruction of 
these roads that enabled Grant to more 
south of the James, and permits tbe Gor- 
ernment to forward him men. Gea. Grant 
remained at Cold Harbor a week longer 
than be otherwise would, simply that that 
object might be accomplished. The object 
desired by the Government was the protection 
of Washington. Grant secured that by 
driving the enemy before him and destroying 
the railroads. McClellan pursued another 
policy, thus rendering necessary the employ- 
ment of an additional army. He was recalled 
from the James because, failing to keep the 
rebels employed before Richmond, they had 
insisted on keeping him or his army employed 
before Washington. — Albany Evening Jour. 

To this tbe New York Journal of Com- 
merce makes tbe following reply : "Persistent 
slander is by some partisan Editors regarded 
as a virtue to be oommended and admired.

We h are quoted 
it only as an illustration, not tor the sake of 
replying to it The style of radical attack on 
| General McClellan has lately assumed this 
i character of bold, unblushing disregard of 
truth. Tbe campaign at General Grant has 
i sj fully vindicated the wisdom of McClellan, 
and the awful tolly and crime which was 
perpetrated two years ago in calling him 
home from the J ames river, that the enemies 
of "the first soldier ia America" are driven to 
seek other weapons than truth in their abuse 
of him. Hence the constant publication 
of new misrepresentations. Bat these 
too are found to fail now. The deep lore of 
the army and the people for McClellan is on 
tbe increase from day to day. His earnest de- 
votion, his self-sacrificing disposition, hi* 
calm dignity, are above all praise. There are 
not two men in a hundred, in all the North, 
who do not now believe that he would have 
taken Richmond two years ago if he had baen 
supported by the men at Washington with 
hall tbe energy that they have displayed in 
supporting Grant's expensive campaign. 

"Who does not remember bon, in 1862, in- 
stead of urging the support of McClellan, all 
the radical Senators, orators, and newspapers 
were shrieking their denunciation of him, and 
endeavoring by every possible moan* ta cre- 
ate dissatisfaction toward him in the minds of 
the President and hia Cabinet? Who does not 
remember that instead of sympathy, praise, 
encouragement, he received criticism, carp 
tag, fault finding, and censure? Morestrength

Woo new dare 
attempt to explain on behalf of Mr. Lincoln?

Bat they fly to him ia an hour 
of periL And if they should call on him 
as they did heretofore, when be was alone 
at Alexandria!, to save the nation from some 
dire disaster, and he should answer the 
cadi, so soon as his work was done they 
would again send him into disgrace. It 
he should accomplish the entire salvation of 
the U Dion, they would then seek to destroy 
him, while they would fatten on the spoils of 
victory. 8uch is the character of the radical 
enmity to McClellan. It ia neither honest nor 
honorable. If ta private life men were to be 
guilty of the falsehood and slander which in 
public p aces these partisans heap on tbe head 
of tbe best and bravest man we hare ta Amer- 
ica, they would with justice be classed among 
the low and unprincipled, and would lose the 
respect of their own common associates.

Gk». Wabhbcuhi’s Tradb Regulations — 
We have heretofore referred to tho orders 
wtidi Gea. Washburne, commanding at 

Memphis, has deemed it his duty to isme for 
the purpose of preventing suppLej from 
reaching the disloyal. When cirried 
(nt in practice, these provisions have 
wotked most serious detriment, produced 
gieat suffering, and put a stop to legimate 
business ta nearly all its channels in W estern 
Kentucky and Tennessee. To such an alarm- 
ing extent have these inconveniences and suf- 
ferings extended in oar State that a meeting 
of T nion men and friends of the government 
w ae called ta Paducah, on the 23J ultimo, to 
advise concerning them. Tbe names of the 
gentlemen who took part ta the proceeding* 
are the most ample guarantee of their loy- 
alty and nndeviating attachment to the 
cause of the Union, and have been tested 
through trials and privations of which few 
who reside in tbe more favored localities, 
where tbe actual presence of war is not seen 
and felt, can form any just conception. Dr. 

S. P. Cope nominated J. G. Cole as Preeidont, 
and W m. P. Cold well as Secretary, and the 
objects of the meeting were explained by the 
Chairman, Warren Thcrnberry, and Jesse 
Gardner, Esq*. After this Messrs. Gardner, 
Cope, and Caldwell were appointed a com- 
mittee to draft and report a memorial to Gen. 
Washburne, commanding at Memphis, in rela- 
tion to his recent military regulations pre- 
scribing an oath to all persons desiring to en- 
gage ta the trade or commerce of Western 
Kentucky. This committee reported at an 
adjourned meeting on the next day, and of- 
fered the following as tbe result of their de- 
liberations : 

Maj. Gen C. G. Wathbume, Commanding 
District Weet Tennessee, Memphis: 

General: As original, true, earnest, and 
unswerving Union men, who desire tbe pres- 
ervation of our Government as the only hops 
of security in the future, as it has been the 
greatest blessing and safeguard ta the past, to 
our lives, our liberties, and our property, we 
respectfully ask your indulgence for this 
bnmble presentation of subjects for your con- 
sideration which deeply affect ns, our families, 
our ffflicted people, and in no light degree 
the destinies of our country. 

The people of Western Kentucky, since the 
ontbreak of the rebellion, have been m >st pe 
culiarly and an tor' u Lately situated. Having 
the seeds ot sectional prejudice sown in tbeir 
minds at an early day by artful demagogues, 
under tbe insidious nursing of arch -traitors, 
they had their fruition ta the madness and 
alienation that set father against son 
ard neighbor against neighbor ta the 
early stage of our unhappy war. At 
length a healthy purgation followed by the 
the exit of many misguided youths and 
middle-aged men to tbe rebel armies. 
The National forces occupied our city, and in 
a little while comparative quiet wai restored 
to the surrounding country. Men were asked 
to return to their allegiance ; the opportunity 
was meet, and many, yea, a large m-ijirity 
within reach of our Post, threw theanelvei 
upon the protection of the Government by 
accepting the proffered oath of allegiance. 
We believe the most of those men have in 
good i&iib kept the compact; some have fallen 
away. After our armies advanced into rebel 
territory our country became the seat of a vile 
detectable system of guerilla warfare. Tie 
loyal and disloyal were preyed npon by these 
relentless thieves and murderers. Taey 
gathered up the few remaining arms left to 
tbe people, who, not having the entire canfi 
dence of the Federal authorities, had Doen 
generally disarmed by their direction 

V nder the too liberal trade regulations es- 
tablished some time since by tue Treasury 
Department our section abounded in goods 
and tuppliee as well as guerillas. Restric- 
tions were imperatively demanded. Yeur 
order No. 34 came. This stopped all sapplits 
uniil the people should show a disposition 
to drive out th« guerillas. Tue terrible dan- 
gers of a war of unarmed citizens upon law- 
leee bands of guerillas, tbe contest bring so 
unequal, prevented any development of the 
disposition to drive them out, which your 
order invited. A modification of your order 
has reached us, and is presented to the people 
ta the follow mg form: 

SPSCIAL OBDER *0 4S. 

Before any on* ran engage la tin trade or comn»rc* 
of Wrotern Kentucky, or sell tbe produce ot their i 
larniv, or buy tbeir u«oeasary family vqpplimi, they 
■h* 1 be required to take the following oatb, wiib j 
competent evidence before tbe Provost Marshal of 
Paducah, Kentucky, that they are unconditional 
Unionmen: 

‘*1 do •ofemnly twear that I bare always been an 
eerfy. .-on* ant, unswerving, an J aa *nc»ndUional loyal 
Union man." 

With the utmost regard for military orders, 
and dcierence to military sommauJerg, we 
beg leave most respectfully to suggest what 
we believe to be some manifest and insupera- 
ble objections to some of the features of this 
Older and oath. We ask is the order in per- 
fect keeping with tbe pledges of government 
to those ot onr people who availed themselves, 
ta good faith and at an early perijd, of the 
protection of government Dy taking tbs oath 
of allegiance? 

By order of Gen. Grant military punish 
ment of disloyal and treasonaole practices tn 
our State, it being a loyal State with a loyal 
Legislature, is not inflicted ta cases withtn 
the puiview of our statutes. (See copy of 
statute and Ges. Grant's order herewith in- 
closed.) We agree to the propriety, and 
would urge npon our autooriues the necesii- 
ty, of keeping supplies from guerillas and 
rebel soldiers, but motives ot humanity 
prompt ns to give ear to the lamentations of 
tbe impoverished and oppressed, who, in the 
spirit and intent of treason, stand guiltless 
t* fore God and man, and yet between the 
ruihiesenese ot freebooters and mexoranie 
military orders are redneed to such terrio.e 
straits as to render existence a burden and 
tbeir bonus a curse. May it not be better in 
tbe end, that, ta the case of women and chil- 
dren especially, though their sympathies and 
affections are with recreant husoaods and fa- 
ther* ta rebellion, the severity ot justice shall 
be tempered with the smiles of mercy? Un- 
der the oraer much ol the valuable produce of 
onr loyal, tax -pay tag, and army-support- 
ing State cannot be moved, when, if al- 
lowed to be moved, the proceeds wouia 
finally find their way into the na- 
tional treasury. Few fail to p*y tneir 
tax because ot guerilla raids. Tue tax Uw 
is inexorable. A strict construction of the 
oath and order must have tha inenuole effect, 
sooner or later, cf depopulating our country, 
tinppliee which go to the country only to '‘'per- 
sons who have alwaya been early, constant, 
unswerving, and unconditional Union man," 
will be so few and tar between, under a strict 
construction, that tbe avidity of the guerilla* 
fur those supplies will be as that of ravenom 
wolves for the innocent flock. And woe to 
the unhappy wight who shad be found in such 
special favor 1 As to the oa'h, which is 
so different from tbs oaths wh ch have 
preceded it, there is already a widespread 
cot.fusioD of ideas, and diversity of opin- 
ions. Of coarse it cats off every man 
tiom trade and farming priviliges who 
was not able to stand against the storm of se 
cession that broke owr onr land We believe 
that many each are now loyal, though their 
record has not always been clear. Again, 
many who have always been loyal rest undir 
such a state of terrorism from guerilla vuua- 
t one as to be eff-stnally deterred from taking 
i neb an oath. Life is too precious to be thus 
recklessly bartered away. Again, men who 
have always been outspoken ana determinedly 
*or tbe Union, differ in policy from other 
Union men, and an oath ofdoaoiful Interpre- 
tation ingendera the spirit of disamon and 
j*alonsy, and is calcnlated to weaken the faith 
ot many who are friendly to tbe government; 
dampen tbe ardor of many who hare always 
been actively loyal, and confirm the loyalty 
ot bat few. Something is due to the. inflamed 
- ate of miLd that must necessarily exist 
ta Western Kentucky, so long tbe field of 
guethla operations that were impossible for 
be people to prevent. Our town has suffered 
muc h from the sad consequences of war Those 
of us who are left here can scarcely get away 
We have tome honorable tradesmen, dealing 
under Government license, who early took the 
prescribed oath of allegiance, and we believe 
have ta good faith observed it. dhailtneynow 
be excluded from all privileges, forbidden to 
buy or sell, and compelled to starve or steal? 
Under the operations of an order and oatn so 
hist rtminating, may not the corruption which 
already abounds become of such pro.ific 
growth and increase as to thwart the beat ob- 
jects of the order? 

From various conceptions and scruples on 
'he subject the effect has already been the 
closing of ftilly five-sixths of our business 
bouses against purchasers both from within 
and without our picket lines. Monopoly and 
extortion have received a sudden and power- 
cl s'lmu us. It is very properly your wish 
hat benefits should accrue to the friends of 
* be Government; bat how easy to be friendly, 
especially ta trade and traffic, when a mere 
oath makes ona friendly. 

In conclusion, General, for the reasons that 
we have named and many others we could 
i ante, we earnestly and prayerfully, and for 
'he best wishes of our country s good, beseech 
you to give a kind consideration to our sug- 
gestions, and, if consistent with your views of 
duty and right and justice, mike such modi- 
fication or give suen interpretation to the 
rpirit of the order, and the phraseology of th - 
oath, as shall embrace, ir posaib'e, all th- 
frtends, and close the door of protection aid 
mercy only against tbe enemies of the Guv 
en.ment. We cordially c>min-ud the experi- 
»rce, sagacity, and 'airness of our excellent 
poet Commander, Colonel 8 G Hick*, a* fitly 
and folly entitling him to your confidence no 
an advisor ta tbe troubled s f ate of our affiirs.

at tbe suggestion of Mr. Latham it was sub- 
mitted to Col. Hicks, Post Commandant at 
Paducah, far hit inspection and approval be- 
fore it was forwarded to Gen. Washburne. 
Before it was mailed it received the signatures 
of a cumber of prominent Union m*a of Pa- 
ducah who could not be present at the meet- 
ing, and among them were Mr. J. N. Beadles, 
Cashier of the Bank of Ashland, Mr. Hughes, 
Cashier of the Bank of Louisville, H. Jones, 
Etq, Mr. Bradshaw, Mr. White, &L The 
meeting also, with entire unanimity, adopted 
a resolution declaring that many of tbe sug- 
gestions of the memorial apply with peculiar 
force to the suffering condition of some of the 
northern counties of West Tennessee, whose 
people have been liberal in fnrnishing men 
and sympathy to the cause of the Union, and 
earnestly recommending to Gen. Washburne 
the propriety of extending, at as early a period 
as consistent with the public good, such favor 
to them as their long, earnest, and patient 
loyalty may entitle them. This considerate 
regard for the interests of their suffering 1 
neighbors in Tennessee is highly creditable to 
the noble- minded gentlemen who were en- 
gaged in tbe Padncah meeting. 

The memorial to General Waahbnrne 
speaks for itself, and we trust it will appeal 
to bis heart and judgment We are aware 
bow much that distinguished officer has 
to contend against in dealing with the 
machinations of wily traitors, and that his 
general orders must produce instances of in- 
dividual hardship and suffering; bat we be- 
lieve Colonel Hicks knows the present me- 
morialists so well that their reprosen tations 
will have great weight, and produce some 
modification in the trade regulations which 
will relieve the sorely-tried patriots of West- 
ern Kentucky and Tennessee from tbe misery 
and destitution which now oppress them. 

Arbest or a Highwayman.— Immediately 
after tbe facts of the stage robbery near Mid- 
dletown had been reported to headquarters in 
this city, on Wednesday evening, a detach- 
ment of the 2d Indiana cavalry was ordered 
to get in readiness, and move out the Shel- 
by ville road and thoroughly scout the coun- 
try. Tbe scoot soon reported os ready for 
duty, and started for Middletown during the 
night They arrived at the town ta the early 
gray of tbe morning, and, stopping at the 
hotel, learned that a complete stranger wa3 
the gnest of the house. The soldiers imme- 
diately instituted a search, and arrested the 
inspected party ta the yard to the rear of the 
hotel, attempting to effect his escape. At 
first, be pretended to be very indignant at 
the arrest, and affected a proud scorn when 
charged with being connected with an out- 
law band. The soldiers made inquiries of the 
citizens of the town, and learned from theta 
that tbe young man was an entire stranger to 
the community, and was first seen in the 
place on the morning of tbe previous day. He 
appeared to have no honest object ta visiting 
tbe town, and they regarded him with suspi- 
cious eyes. The soldiers thought the proof clear 
agaiast him, and wisely determined to bold 
him a prisoner. Diligent search was made for 
the other parties, bat all efforts to find them 
proved fruitless. The sergeant ta command 
returned to Lonisville yesterday afternoon 
with his men, and reported his prisoner at the 
office of the Provost MarshaL He gives his 
name ae James Wilson, and admitted in the 
office that be had formerly been connected 
with the rebel army. He is a yonag man, 
possessed of a stalwart frame, a hang-dog look 
about the face, and has a cunning leer in his 
eye. He was closely examined, and each an- 
swer to pointed questions involved him in 
some new difficulty. We do not entertain a 
count that be is one of the daring high- 
wajmen that robbed the Shelby ville stage on 
H edeesday evening. He is now safely con- 
fined ta prison. His confederates in crime 
were seen in Middletown on Wednesday even- 
ing. They passed through the town, and all 
trace was lost of their movements. If tbe 
trio of thieves take the Journal regularly, 
they may be enrpris<d to read in this morn- 
ing’s iesne the capture of one of their gang. 
It would afford ns much pleasnr® «o reco. d 
their arrest and imprisonment in to-morrow 
morning’s paper. Cm't they oblige us? 

Gcxrilla Upkrations on thx Memphis 
Branch Railroad— Nxrpanglxd Gcsrilla 
Notions. — On Wednesday last, a guerilla 
demonstration was made on the np-boand 
train on the Memphis Branch Railroad, near 
Whippoorwill Station, seven miles south of 
Russellville. Tne train consisted ot several 
freight care and two passenger coaches. Tbe 
gang of guerillas were posted in the woods 
close to the railroad, a short dis:ance above 
tbe Station. Just before reaching the Wnip- 
poorwill bridge, some party on board the 
train, euppoeed to be a confederate of the gue- 
rillas, uncoupled the two passenger coacnes 
from the freight cars, and the former were left 
standing on the track. The engineer, not being 
aware of this macueuvre, did not check the 
speed of his engine, and, with tbe main portion 
of the train, dashed over the road. Oa ar- 
riving opposite the place where the party of 
guerillas were concealed, they fired a with- 
ering volley into the care. Fortunately, no- 
body was hart, and the firing prompted the 
engineer to press on all swam and increase 
the speed of the locomotive to its utmost pow- 
er. The train dashed madly on, and arrived 
at Russellville before the loss of the passen- 
ger coaches was discovered. A guard wa* at 
once obtained, and the train cautiously re- 
turned to tbe station. TUe passenger car* 
were found standing on the track uninjured, 
and the inmates stated that they h id not oeen 
molested. As soon as tbe guerillas found 
that they were foiled in their attempt to cap- 
ture tbe locomotive and freight cars, 
they mounted their horses and disap- 
peared from the road. The two coacn 
es were coupled on to the forward cars, 
and the entire train proceeded to Bo wling 
Green v i bout farther molestation. It is not 
known how many the guerillas numbered, or 
from whence they came. W hoever they were, 
we are constrained to acknowledge tuat their 
acts were not marked with the fieudishness 
usual to such roving bands. Their precau- 
tion to separate the passenger cars from the 
forward train before the atta k was made 
was an act exhibiting a feeling of humanity 
and a spark of intelligence not blinded by 
brutal passion and thirst for cruelty and 
blood. If men must be guerillas, we can’t 
see why they cannot behave ta a manner half 
decent. 

The Rkbxl Gin. Roddy Threatening 
Decatdr, Alabama.— B y an officer who ar- 
rived ta the city last night from the front, 
we learn that tbe rebel Gen. R >diy with a 
large force is threatening Decatar, Alabama. 
Gen. Granger is ta command of the post, and 
he is making every preparation to hold his 
position. Regiments are being hurried to his 
support as rapidly as possible. If Ruddy 
makes an attack on tbe place he will meet 
with a enrprise as complete as his repulse will 
be decided. He waa well aware that the post 
was feebly garrisoned, and, when he started 
his columns toward the town, he expected to 
meet with a very slight resistance. By this 
time Gen. Granger is fully prepared to wel- 
come him. He feels secure ta his position, 
and will prevent the rebel General from exe- 
cuting any flank movement in his rear. 

Barracks Nbwb — The receipts at the Bar- 
racks yesterday were three deserters from 
Nashville, six from Lexington, and four from 
Indianapolis. The transfers were three strag- 
glers to Lebanon, four to Bowling Green, 
five to Frankfort, three to Bagdad, two to 
Oswego, New York, two to Wheeling, six to 
Cairo, three to Cincinnati, and five to Wash- 
ington.

Paif All tbe reports of a large rebel force 
preparing to enter Maryland or Ponnsylvania 
stem to have been dictated by alarm, for at 
last accounts the desultory band* of raiders 
were leavirg in hot baste.

Upon her arrival, Minister 
Dayton telegraphed to Capt. Winslow, of the 
Kearearge, who was in a port of Holland, 
watching rebel privateer movements,andcom* 
municated tbe fact. Capt. W. started promptly 
for Cherbourg, and in a short time the Alabama 
went ont. We teed not recapitulate the 
particulars of the engagement, for the accounts 
which we Btread before onr readers will bs 
found of exceeding interest and will fally re- 
pay perusal. This is the only battle that 
Semmes has ever dared to fight with a naval 
verse), though he decoyed the gunboat Hat- 
teras off the coast of Texas within range of 
his guns, and destroyed her by a broadside 
For two years the Alabama has swept the 
seas and destroyed a large number of Ameri- 
can vessels, stealing their chronometers with 
tbe same nonchalance that John Morgan ap- 
propriates watches on the land. 

With the destruction ot the Alabama, the 
pirate crafts of the rebels are reduced to two, 
the Rappahannock and the Florida; and, from 
the altered tone of sentiment, we do not 
think they will be able to obtain any 
others from the dockyards of Eagland or 
France. The M essrs. Laird, who were tha reb- 
el agents ta building the Alabama, would un- 
doubtedly like to supply the rebels with more, 
bnt Great Britain is now on the threshold of 
war herself, and if her own p^ev toward us 
is to be taken as a precedent for our conduct 
in the fntnre, she will find that the system of 
ut friendly neutrality initiated by hsr may 
"return to plagee the inventor."

HF* The Kearearge has dene other service 
to the country besides sinking the Alabama. 
When Semmes first turned pirate, he sailed 
on his plundering career in the Sampter, and 
pat into Gibraltar after a successful cruise. 
The Kearearge, Capt. Pickering, was des- 
patched to capture her, and so effectually 
blockaded her that she waa sold to British 
parties. During this time two hundred and 
ninety British, neutrality-loving merchants 
were bnilding a vessel, ta the ship- yard of 
the Lairds, which was subsequently sent out 
on a "trial trip" — gtntlemen and even ladies 
countenancing a deception by which she es- 
caped from the Mersey. She took ta her arm- 
ament at Fayal, where it had been sent ta ad- 
vance by the merchants, and her name was 
changed to the Alabama. About a year 
and a half ago Captain Winslow was sent 
to Fayal, and relieved Captain Pickering, 
and for many months he kept the Flor- 
ida in check, but she escaped in the nigh'. 
He then went to Calais, and wa* afterwards 
on the track of the Alabama, and finally he 
wrote the pirate’s epitaph, “Here we rest" ta 
tbe waters of the British channel. The Bos- 
ton Poet says Capt Winslow was born ta 
Wilmington, North Carolina, ta 1812, and 
consequently is fifty-two; and his father now 
resides in Charleston, Sonth Carolina. He 
entered the service in 1827. He was Lieuten- 
ant in the Mexican war, and ta the same 
shin with tbe gallant Lieutenant Morris when 
he was killed. Several times in this war he 
was is company with Semmes; so that they 
are old brother officers and were warm friends. 
Liest Winslow is honorably mentioned ta 
Commodore Perry’s despatches. He was for 
seme time stationed ta the Boston navy yard, 
where he became intimate with Lieutenant 
Foote. At the breaking ont of the war, 
Commander Winslow was Lighthouse 
Inspector of the Boston District, and 
Commander Semmes waa Secretary of 
the Lighthouse Board at Washington. 
Capt W inslow, ta a letter to the government, 
requested active service, when he waa ordered 
to join his friend Capt. Foote, who waa fitting 
out his fleet at St. Louis. In carrying the 
first steamers down the river, he was wound- 
ed ia the arm by the breaking of a chain and 
was laid op several months. He returned to 
tbe fleet, then under Admiral Davis, and re 
mained until ordered to relieve Capt. Picker- 
irg. He has resided in Roxbury, when at 
borne, for twenty yeara. He has oae bou ta 
the navy.

Beyond this intrinsic difference, 
however, the Congressional scheme involves 
the aerumption that the question of recon- 
struction pertains to Congress and not to the 
Executive; and involves, furthermore, the 
txcl neion of Louisiana and Arkansas from a 
participation in the next Presidential election. 
Mr. Lincoln’s scheme, on the contrary, in- 
volves the assumption that the question of 
it construction pertains to the Executive and 
not to Congress; and involves, furthermore, 
the poaible admission of Louisiana and 
Arkansas to a participation in the next Presi- 
dential election. Sack being the sitastion, 
Mr. Linooln pocketed the bill of Congress,

This is the pnrport of the latest proclamation. 

We are carious to see how this proclamation 
will be received by the Republicans of Con- 
gress, and, for that matter, by the Republi- 
cans In general, who are very fairly represent- 
ed by the Republicans of Congress. We think 
the proclamation will be apt to produce a 
commotion in the ranks of the party. Cer- 
tainly it cannot fail to increase the already 
extensive disaffection of Mr. Lincoln’s politi- 
cal friends toward himself. It is said that a 
mejority of Congress is even now opposed to 
Mr. Lincoln in each a degree, that, if the elec- 
tion should be thrown into the House, he 
would not be chosen; nay, it is said even that 
distinguished Republican leaders are actually 
am ing to throw the election into the House, 
with tbe view of compessing the defeat of Mr. 
Lincoln and the election of some other mem- 
ber of the party. If the reports in question 
are true, this proclamation will clinch the 
truth ; if they are not trae, the proclamation 
will tend to make them so. In either event,' 
the proclamation will prove a boomerang, 
killing him who hurls it 

B&* The ltat news from Maryland is not 
favorable. Tbe rebel forces have made a good 
deal of progress there. We think that this 
should have been prevented, bnt we do not 
know that it oouid have been. Certainly 
there was timely knowledge in the highest 
quarters, civil and military, that Lee would 
probably, while oonfronted by Grant at Rich- 
mond and Petersburg, order a formidable 
invasion of Mart-land and PAnnapt*««ia, of -t 
least a very strong raid into those States. The 
opinion that he would do this was expressed 
in a hundred quarters and speculated on in a 
thousand. Tbere seemed to be no reason why 
be should not do it, for, fortified as Richmond 
and Petersburg were, the prob Ability was 
that he oouid with one-half his great army 
bold them fora very considerable time against 
Grant, whilst sending off the other half to 
operate extensively within the Federal bol- 
der*. Yes, if Y icksbarg, with an army of not 
more than 28,000, coaid bold oat for sixty or 
seventy days against Grant, surely Richmond 
and Petersburgh, far more powerfully fortified 
than Vicksbnrgh, might, with a garrison of 
one-half ot Lee’s army, be expected to hold 
out against, him for an equal Ume. 

And tbe reasons for the invasion of Federal 
territory were very great. The troops in 
Richmond and Petersburg were undoubtedly 
in danger of famine. Strong Federal farces 
were sent off to break np the great railroad 
ccmmanicaUons by which those ciues received 
their supplies from tbe Sooth, and the destruc- 
tion was extensive. There was an evident 
impossibility of the retention of Richmond 
by the rebels unless new sources of supply 
oonld be opened. There was bnt one quarter 
from which tbe needed supplies coaid bs ob- 
tained. To cat off tbe rebel supplies from tbe 
South was to create the necessity of rebel sap 
plies from tbe North. Grant’s entire army 
being south of Petersburg, tbere was no Fed- 
eral force between Lee and the vastly-rich 
border States of tbe North, and of coarse an 
invasion of those States was the easiest thing 
in the world, and assuredly it was to be looked 
for. And, if possible, it shonld we think 
have been guarded against. 

Well, that which was to be expected has, 
as we have said, taken place. It is impossi- 
ble, smong soores of contradictory statements, 
to decide as to the amount ot the rebel forces 
by which Maryland has been invaded and 
by which Pennsylvania is threatened. 
One of the latest despatches says that the 
corps of Ewell, Breckinridge, and Rhodes 
are all north of the Potomac. Another de- 
spatch says that rebel forces are marching 
In from different pointa. We do not think 
that there has been any effective concentra- 
tion or well-organized action on the Federal 
side. Brave and snoceaefal resistance has 
been temporarily made at various points, bat 
the rebels have almost daily advanced. They 
have occupied Harper's Ferry, Hagerstown, 
Frederick, and various other places, and 
everywhere in their march conscripted citi- 
zens, taken horses, cattle, sheep, and swine, 
swept the land ef provisions and all kinds of 
property, Md levied hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in the shape of black mail 
upon the cities and towns as the sole 
condition of not burning them. Balti- 
more ia in tbe greatest excitement, and even 
Washington does not feel secure. We sap* 
pose that the supplies, which have been har- 
ried eff from Maryland to Richmond within 
the last ten days, are more than Lee, with all 
bis railroads open, oonld have got from the 
Sjnth in ten weeks. 

tt&" It was thought that Mr. Lincoln was 
an irrepressible j ok or.

Bless its pure, innocent, saint-like soul, we 
wender whether it doesn’t know that the 
seme horrible word has been used by the 
greatest and best writers— ay, and by the 
most eminently Christian writers— in the 
Englieb language. Wbat is the true mean- 
ing of this frightful word “ damnable?” Wor- 
cester gives, as his first definition of It, “ De- 
terring condemnation , highly cmiurable and 
be quotes Bishop Hall as using the word "dam- 
nably” to mean "in a highly censurable degree .” 
We epprehend that onr neighbor, whose eyes 
stretched to the size of saucers, and whose 
hair stood on end at tbe sight of the word 
“damnable,’’ will.

We 
have published the plan already, bnt will re- 
peat it substantially: Persons who are ex- 
empt from draft or unfitted for military dnty, 
Laving expressed the desire to bs personally 
represented in tbe army, propose in addition 
to the contributions they have already made 
towards bounty funds, to procure at their 
own expense and present for enlistment re- 
cruits to represent them in the service. G:>n. 
Fry, regarding snch practical patriotism as 
worthy of special commendation and enconr- 
sgement, orders all his subordinates to furnish 
all tbe facilities in their power to enlist and 
properly muster the acceptable R -preaenta- 
live Recruits presented in accordance with 
this design. The name of the person whom 
the recruit represents, will be noted on tns 
enlistment and descriptive roll of the re- 
cruit and will be carried forward from these 
yapers to each other official records as form 
bis military history.

The act, in addition to the several 
laws concerning commercial intercourse be- 
tween the loyal and insurrectionary Statis, 
which passed Congress before its adjournment, 
provides that in addition to the captured and 
abandoned property to be received, collected, 
and disposed of, the treasury agents shall take 
care of, for periods not exceeding twelve 
months, the land3, houses, and tenemen's 
within the prescribed districts, and shall also 
provide leeses or otherwise for the employ- 
ment and general welfare ot all persons with- 
in the lines of the national military occupa- 
tion within the insurrectionary States, form- 
erly held as slaves, who are or shall have 
become free; property, real or personal, shall 
be regarded as abandoned when the law- 
ful owner shall be voluntarily absent there- 
from, and engaged, either in arms or other- 
wise, in aiding or encouraging the rebellion. 
The money realized, after satisfying all 
proper expenses, is required to be paid into 
the Treasury. No property seized or taken 
upon any of the inland waters of the United 
States by onr naval forces is to be regarded as 
a maritime prize, bnt all property so seizsd is 
to be promptly delivered to the proper offi ;era 
of the courts. It is made lawful for tbe Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, with the approval of 
the President, to authorize agents to purchase 
for the United States army any products of 
States declared to be in insurrection, at each 
places as shall be designated by him, at such 
prices as shall be agreed on with th9 seller 
The property is to be sold at snch places as 
shall be designated by tbe Secretary of tbe 
Treasury for the benefit of the Uaited State;. 
No goods shall be taken into a State declared 
in insurrection, or transported therein, ex- 
cepting to and from snch places, and to such 
monthly amounts as shall have been pre- 
viously agreed upon in writing by the com- 
manding general of the department in which 
places are situated, and an officer designated 
by the Secretary of the Treasury for that par- 
pose. All officers and privates of the army 
and navy are prohibited from baying, selling, 
trading, or in any way dealing in the descrip- 
tions of property mentioned in this act, or 
from being indirectly concerned in the profits 
Offences of this kind are to be regarded and 
punished as felonies. 

The Cumberland Border— Outrages by 
Guerilla Bandb — Mubdbr — Train Fired 
Into. — The region of country bordering on 
the Cumberland river in the vicinity of 
Clarksville is Bwarming with bold marauding 
bands. Tbe guerilla organizations have sprung 
into existence as if by magic, and, bidding 
defiance to all law and authority, they roam 
through the country, carrying terror with 
their advance, acknowledging no principle 
but robbery and wholesale plunder. There is 
no security in property while they are per- 
mitted to occupy the country, and theft and 
arson may write the gaunt lines of want and 
poverty to-morrow where prosperity smiles 
to-day. To oppose the robbers in any of 
their designs is but to exasperate the villains 
and feel the strong arm of swift and terrible 
vengeance. Your chambers may be ruthlessly 
plunoered, your nomestead reduced to ashes 
by the firebrand, or even blood and life 
may pay the forfeit. The scoundrels thus 
banded together for pillage are desper- 
ate characters, devoid of feeling, reckless 
of life, and men acquainted with the 
recret paths leading te secret haunts in 
mountain wilds, or in the jangles of the 
swamps. Reared among the scenes, they are 
to thtm bnt as the familiar haunts of child- 
hood’s love and boyhood’s pride. Federal 
cavalry, nnacqnainted with the country, lose 
all of their effectiveness when sent in pursuit 
of these bold marauders. The guerillas ap- 
pear and disappear by unknown paths with 
snch swiftness that their movements become 
perfectly bewildering to the pursuers. The 
citizens are at the mercy of the thieving 
tcoundrels, and they can scarcely entertain a 
hope for deliverance. On last Friday night a 
gang of these horse-thieving guerillas sur- 
rounded the house of Mr. Pace, residing on 
the Cumberland river, twelve miles from 
Clarksville, and, without cause, in a manner 
most brutal and cowardly, shot him throngh 
the body, wounding him so severely that he 
bas since died. The act was fiendish— a cold, 
calculating murder. 

From along the Cumberland border reports 
come to ns dark with darker deeds, and sick- 
fniDg in all their details. Robbery, arson, 
perst cation, and murder make np the horrid 
catalogue of crime. 

Ot Saturday evening the down train on the 
Memphis Branch railroad was fired into atthe 
State line by a party of these roving guerillas. 
They numbered twenty seven, and were ai- 
der command of a blood thirsty enuhroat wno 
styled himselt Captain Jones. The gang bad 
stationed themselves in close proximity to the 
road, and on tbe train passing the point a 
murderous volley was discharged into it. The 
cars were bad-y riddled by the shots, many of 
the balls pausing through both sides of the 
pa6(enger coaches. A number of ladies were 
aboard, and their escape from the flying mis- 
siles was almost miraculous. The engineer 
was wounded in the leg. The main fire ap- 
peared to be directed toward the locomotive. 
The villains afterwards acknowledged that 
they entertained an old graige against 
the engineer, and that it was their 
intention to kill him if possible. While the 
murderous fire continued the engineer stood 
bravely at his post and, instead of bringing 
his train to a halt, pressed on all steam and 
accelerated the speed, making good his es- 
cape with the entire train. The practice of 
firing imo passenger trains we bare frequent- 
ly condemned as fiendish, and we can only 
repeat our words in the present case. Every 
villain caught in the perpetration of snch 
atrocities, partaking of, if not rivalling, the 
horrible i rents of the Vandalicage, Bhould 
be shot down, or strong np by the neck, 
vitheut mercy. 

Guerillas near Niwbcho. — A band of 
guerillas, forty or fifty in number, under com- 
mand of the notorious Dick Yates, made 
Ikeir appearance on the Kentucky shore, op- 
posite New burg, on Friday. They came down 
to the river and watered their horses, and 
then proceeded to a bouse below, where they 
took dinner, after which they proceeded up 
tbe river. The impudence and boldneas of 
these prowling scoundrels is becoming greater 
and greater daily.

Early Friday morning General Tyler, under 
ordeis of General Wallace, went to the front 
at Frederick Cit^, and took command. 

Ool. Clendemn with cavalry commenced 
skirmiBbiBg with the enemy all day in the 
Mountain Reck. In tbe evening Gen. Wallace 
went to the front with reinforcements. 

Learning that tbe enemies operations In onr 
front were merely feints to cover hie move- 
ment on Urbana and thence toward Washing- 
ton, Gen. Wallace withdrew his force and 
evacuated Frederick City at ten o’clock on 
Friday night 

Early this morning the rebels were in line 
of battle, and advanced on Frederick, which 
they occupied. We removed everything pos- 
sible from the city, including the sick and 
wcunded, stores, Ac. 

A onmber of citizens were arrested by onr 
rear guard for making signals to the enemy 
last night from the city. The General has 
hie headquarters hers. This (Saturday) morn- 
ing the rebels are advancing, and are now 
skirmishing with onr rear guard, who hold 
the bridge on tbe Baltimore pike. The rebels 
levied $26,000 on the citizens of Middletown, 
besides pil aging the place. Oa Thursday we 
killed 143 rebels. Onr loss is 18, all told. 
Cspt. Morris, of the 5ih Illinois cavalry, was 
killed. 

We were fully assured that tbs rebels who 
fought ns were commanded by Breckinridge, 
With two divisions under Bradley Johnson 
and McCausland. Gen. Wallace ia making 
preparations to defend this point, which we 
will hold to the last possible moment. The 
enemv are said to be advancing in heavy 
torce down the Baltimore pike.

be landed in the presence of and inspected by 
an inspector or other officer of customs at the 
first port of entry or custom-house where the 
same shall arrive. The Secretary of the Trea- 
sury is authorized to appoint additional in- 
spectors ot the revenue tor the districts named 
below, viz: Chicago, 8; Michilimeckinac, 2; 
Sandueky, 1; Cuyahoga, O, 3; Erie. Pa., 1. 

On the 1st inat., the postage on letters mill- 
ed in the Unitid States for transmission ia the 
British mail via Southampton to tbe colonies 
ot Victoria, New Sooth W*les, Queensland, 
Tasmania, Booth Australia, and Western Aus- 
tralia, or to New Zealand, was increase! to 
45 cents per single rate of half ounce, oa 
which pr*- payment is reqnired.

Baltimore, Jnly 0. 

It may, without exaggeration, be said to- 
day, th^t we are having something of excite- 
ment. All day the streets have been teem.ng 
with rumors from the front. In the city ac- 
tive arrangements are bring made in antici- 
pation of any emerg»ncy, wh'ch is confident- 
ly believed >s only barely pcssiole^ not prob- 
able. The Loyal Leaguers are being armed 
and tbe de'enrive works strengthened. 

Needing more horses, tbeenemy are confis- 
cating all tbe able-bodied horses, especially 
tnBt-bU eded boises, ot all disloyal persons. 
Passes are required to leave the city, and vig- 
ilant watch ia being instituted on the move- 
ments of suspected parties who are supposed 
to be seeking eppoitnnities to communicate 
with the enemy. 

At last accounts we still held onr own at 
Monocaey. It is understood there has been 
tome fighting, and onr people feel confident 
that General Wallace and his trooss, which 
are new concentrating against the enemy, 
will surely give a good account of themselves. 

Washington, July 9. 

A letter from Annand tie, Virginia, six or 
eight miles west of Alexandria, says a scout 
o* 150 tne D.fforn the 2d Massachusetts and 13th 
New Yoik cavalry, under Major Foroes, went 
up in tbe vicinity of Aliie, where they met 
Moeeby with a large force, and a piece ot ar- 
tillery, and riflemen. Moseby charged on 
them, and killed ten or fifteen, and captured 
nearly the whole party, horses and th-tir ac- 
coutrements. On receipt of this new.- 
Coi. Lowell started at m daight with 200 
men Irnm tbe 2d and 13,h regiments, and 
Capt McPherson, of the 16 h New Yorkcav- 
airy, jnmed him at Fairfax, when they pro- 
ceeded to Aldie, where they found twenty- 
five wensded and eleven dead. The dead 
were buried. They scoured the conutry aoant 
that region. They found no use to pursue 
Moeeby as he bad twelve hours start of them 
toward Upperville, where he had taken his 
men. Onr party returned last evening with 
the wcunded. 

New York, July 9.

War Department, Washington, July 9. 
To Major-General Diz. 

An official despatch from Major-General 
Wallace, jnst received, spates that a battle 
•ook place between th* forces under his com- 
mand and the rebels at Monocaey to-day, 
commencing at 9 o’clock A. M., continuing 
nntil 5 P. M., and that onr forces were at 
length overpowered by the superior numbers 
of the enemy and forced to retreat in disorder. 
He reports that CoL Seward, of the New 
York heavy artillery, was wounded and 
taken prisoner, and that Brigadier-General 
Tyler was also taken prisoner; that tbe ene- 
my's forces numbered at least '20 000, and that 
onr troops behaved well, but suffered severe 
loss. He is retreating toward Baltimore.

Heavy firing was heard here last night in 
the direction of Harper’s Ferry, indicating 
taat a brisk engagement was going on be- 
tween Sigel’3 forces end a portion of the reb- 
el raiders. The impression prevails that Si- 
gel hss whipped them, because there was no 
n;ber Union torce in the direction of Harper’s 
Ferry, and the sound of cannonading wa3 
uorthwo' ward, growing in volnms and lond- 
tess toward Falling Waters and Williams- 
port The rebels wonld not have retreated in 
the direction of these places unless driven un- 
der a severe fire.

Baltimore, Jnly 10, 5 P. M. 

The North Carolina railroad has been cat 
near Ccckej aville, and a Bridge reported to be 
burning, supposed to be the OxiJge at Ash- 
land works. 

A rebel cavalry force, estimated at 1,500, 
but probably exaggerated, crossed the North- 
ern Central railroad abjve Cockeysville this 
morning, and are going toward the Phila- 
delphia railroad. They are expected to reach 
there before night and cat that road or destroy 
one of ihe bridges, bnt it is hoped th j forces 
guaiding the roacs in that direction will be 
strong enough to ariv* the rebels cff. 

There are many wild rumors afloat this af- 
ternoon, bnt the confidence in tbe ability of 
onr forces to bold the city is gaining, and 
there is lees excitement. Among the rumors 
started is, that a pot tion of the rebel force, 
wbich engaged Gen. Wallace yesterday, have 
struck the Washington road near Laurel fac- 
tory, bnt it is tbonght to be incorrect. At 
all events the telegraph to Washington is as 
yet ncinternpted. It is believed onr forces 
are now in such position by this time as to 
effectually protect onr communication with 
Washington; and, as a matter of precaution, 
the valuables, records, Ao., of onr banks and 
other institutions, have been placed on board 
a steamer in the harbor for safety. 

Baltimore, Jaly 10—6 P. M.

Particulars cf the Death of Colonel 
Hollis — A gentleman who participated In 
the fight at Slaaghtetsville, Ky., writes as tbe 
foil particulars of the death of Colonel Hollis 
and tbe root of his command. Capt. Pranks, 
ce mmanding a battalion of the 35 ± Kentucky 
mounted infantry, was sent in parsuit i f 
tbe noted guerilla chief. After a tea- 
dj jb scoot, Hollis was surprised, camped 
in a beautiful grove io a poaition near- 
ly surrounded by two creeks, and render- 
ed very strong. The advance picket-post of 
tbe guerillas was in the edge of Slooghters- 
villw, and the detachment on dnty were forced 
to flee in great haste. The maia command 
numbered tour hundred men. Capt. Pranks 
led tbe advance, and gallantly charged the 
guerilla poaition. Tbe camp was thrown into 
great confusion, bnt Hollis succeeded in rally- 
ing his men, and they presented a bold front 
Capt Pranka was immediately reinforced 1 
by two more companies of the 33 .h Kentucky, 
commanded by Captains Meredith and Byars. 
On reaching the railroad grading, Captain 
Mercdith’e company discharged a withering 
volley into the exposed flank of Hollis. The 
volley was destructive, and not without ef- 
fect. The guerillas at once gave way and 
scattered in wild disorder. Hollis tried in 
vain to rally his men. He first shielded him- 
self from oar fire by placing his horse ia front 
of bim. A Minis ball penetrated the side 
ot the noble steed, and it fell, writh- 
ing in the death agony. The guerilla chief 
immediately sought refuge behind a large 
cak tree. In a few minutes he stepped into 
the road, and was in the act of stooping when 
a Federal sharpshooter sent a leaien messen- 
ger on its mission of death. The aim was 
true — the ball penetrated the left temple of 
the Colonel, and he fell and instantly expired. 
As soon as the guerillas saw that tbeir leader 
had fallen, they abandoned all thoughts of 
resistance, and rapidly fled from tbe field. Oar 
men chuged boldly forward, bat the parsaed 
rapidly distanced the pursuers. Capt. Mere- 
dith captnred the rebel flag belonging to the 
command. The body ot CoL Hollis was taken 
to SlanghtersviUe, washed, dressed, and de- 
cently interred. The defeat of the guerillas 
was as disastrous as it was an ex pec ted by 
them.

Tbe 
preparation of bis food, by mean* of steam or 
water power, nr erne by animal motive power, 
woaM economise, by at least one-half, the la- 
bor expei dec in us mastication; tbit would be 
equivalent to ball a day’s work in ever* 
weak — e dear gain to the animal's owner. It 
hat been objected to tbe use of bruised oats, 
that they produce a laxative effect upon the 
animals, bat this disadvantage may be easily 
obviated by the addition of cut straw to hu 



Weeds — la Denmark there it a law which 
inflict* a arvwre penalty upon tbe man who 
fails to destroy the corn mangold. In France 
a heavy fine i* inflicted upon the farmer who 
flails to eiedioe<e e ve r y tuistle upon hi* pre- 
mise* In bcotland, in the tune of A lex an - 
4m XL, he was denounced a* a traitor ‘‘who 
poaeofxd the King's lands with weeds, intro- 
ducing thereby a beat of enemies ” If sues 
denunciation* were allowable in this country 
there would be e boat of traitor* te this coun- 
try, ia addition to thoee who are new ia arm* 
against it. Go to wotk at once. Begin your 
spring aork with the honest and earnest de- 
termination to eradicate every weed upou 
your premia- * as soon as it makas its appear - 
ance. It you would des roy annuals or peren- 
nials, never allow them to perfect their seeds. 
If yon wish to rid yourselves of thoee which 
pr<pega<c themselves by room, pull them up, 
dig them oat, tur the ground deeply and of- 
ten. expoeug the root* to the ecu on of beat 
and air. If yoa can do no better, strip them 
of their leaves, for no plant can live without 
have*. Teach your children to know what 
me e ds ore — how destructive to your interest 
they are, bow hurtfal to your neighbor. Bi- 
Ward them when they destroy them. Pene- 
ve>e in your effort*, urge your neighbor* to do 
tbe same, and in a few year* you will b« re- 
warded with dear fa ran, better paying crops, 
and dear cousc'encca.

Mr. Graves, it 
is add, has always rained tbe best quality of 
tobacco of an* one ia Ha field, which he at- 
tribute* to f» ding large quantity of cotton- 
seed meal while fattening carle. The tobacco 
is taio te he of a firmer texture th ,n that 
grown on land where the usual fertilisers 
ere used. Of the 25 acres of tobacco grown, 
Mr. G'ares hired 19 acres of it cultivated, 
for which be gave $73 per acre. This in- 
clude* fitting the lend and hanging the tobacco 
in the abaca. 

Cnrrm or Imcaa Con*.— By the com

Tbe provisions, and all kinds of supplies, 
are no doubt vtry scarce in Virginia at pres- 
ent, and tbe rebels hope to make a large 
haul on thie side of the Potomac, bat they 
have evidentlv been disappointed thus far.

Nxw Yobk, July 5. 

The Paris correenondent of the London 
Glebe says tbe Alabama made two attempts 
i to board ibe Kearsage, but ber commander 
out ma: ocuvred 8ennnes, and finally sent a 
projectile right through tbe Alabama's boiler, 
ana ihtn, seeing what had occurred, brought 
all his guns to bear on the pirate on a concen- 
trated broaaside from tbe starboard, and made 
a breach tour yards in length under her water- 
mark, when *be began to sink rapidly.

Marmaduke is still south of the Arkansas 
riTer, ten mi ee below Napoleon. His force 
consisted of his own brigade, and Dockery’s 
and Cabell’s, about 6,000 men, with six or 
eight piecec of artillery. There are no rebels 
between Arkansas and White rivers, and only 
three companies of guerillas. Apprehensions 
of tbe siege of Little Rock are much dimin- 
ished.

Albaxt, July 5.

Martinsburg and Harper’s Ferry, and are 
threatening other points, and that public safe- 
ty requires him toca.l upon the executive for 
a militia force to repel invasion, and he calls 
upon the State of New York for 12 000 mili- 
tia, M its qnota of reserves for 100 days. 

Baltihobb, July 5. 

From Point of Rocks we learn 'hat the en- 
tire rebel force which visited that place yes- 
terday did not exceed cme hundred cavalry, 
supposed to be under commsod of Mosby. 
The whole object was to rob and destroy. 
They retired much in the same way they 
came. The telegraph operator returned last 
uigbt from tbe mountains, where he had con- 
cealed himself, and sent through several de- 
spatches announcing the extent of the rebel 
depredations. This morning the operator 
wm not at hi* post again, from which it is to 
be inferred that the rebels have retnrned.

R-dn- 
foroements are on the way to the Maryland

Geo. Weber, who commands the fort, hu* 
given notice to the people ot Harper's Ferry 
to leave, as be intends opening his guns on 
the town to drive the rebels ouL 
The rtbeia are all on the Virginia side of 
town, bushy engaged in tbeir work of plun- 
der, and occ#ei jnally sending a shell over to 
this side. 

Tbe pontoon bridge, which crossed the riv- 
er at tbe ferry, has been successfully removed, 
and tbe span of the raiiroad bridge on the 
Virginia side hoe been destroyed to prevent 
the rebels from crossing. 

On Monday Mosby, who hM a force of cav- 
alry and artillery appeared opposite the Point 
of Rock* and lirod into a train that wm pass 
rag that point, causing the greatest excite- 
ment among the passengers. No one wm in- 
jured except tbe fireman of the engine, wao 
wm shot in the arm. The train wm run back 
as far as Sandy Hook. 

Gen. Sigel succeeded in securing his trains, 
and this morning a number ot hid wagons 
paceed thrcnch Frederick.

•uet tioned, tor combinations too powerful to 
he suppreesrd by tbe .rdiuary course of judi- 
ial proceedings, or by iht power vested in 
Marshals by law, and, whereas, immediately a - 
tei ieeutng the said proc’r -natron, th* tend 
and naval forces uf the Cuited States were 
put into activity to suppress the said insarrec* 
i« u and rebellion; and whereas, the Congress 
of tte G nited States, by an net approved on the 
•be 3d day of March, 1863, did enact that du 
nng the said rebellion the President of the 
United States, whenever in his judgment the 
public safety may require it, is authorixad to 
snspesd the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus in any case throughout the U. State* 
>r any part thereof; and whereas the said 
iniuirection and rebellion still continues, 
endangering the existence of tbs Cous'.ilution 
rad Government of the United State*, and, 
whereas, the military forces of the United 
States are now actively engaged in suppress- 
ing the said insurrection aad rebellion in 
various parts of the S cates where the said 
nbellion has been successful in obstructing 
ihe laws and public authority, especially in 
the States of Virginia and Georgia, and 
whereas, on the 15th day of September last, 
the President of the United States duly issu-d 
bis proclamation, wherein he declared that the 
privilege of hbbeas corpus should be suspended 
throughout the United States in caeea where- 
by tb< authority of the President of the Uni- 
tes States, the military, naval, and civil 
officers of the Untted States or any of them 
hold persons under their commands or their 
custody, either m prisoners of war, or spies, 
or aiders or abettors of the enemy or 
tfficers, soldiers, or 9eamen, enrolled, 
or drafted, or mustered, or enlisted 
in, or belong to tke land or naval forces of the 
United States, or as deserters therefrom, or 
otherwise amenable to military law, or to 
the rales and articles of war, or to the rules 
and regulations prescribed for the military 
or naval services of the U. S , by authority 
of the President of tbe United States) 
or for resisting a draft, or for any oth 
er offences against tbe military or 
naval service, and whereM many citizens of 
•be State ot Kentucky have joined the forces 
of the inenrgenta, and have on several 
occasions entered the said State of Ken- 
tucky in large force and not without aid 
and comfort furnished by disaffected and dis- 
loyal citisens of the United States residing 
therein have not only greatly disturbed tho 
public peace, but have overborne the civil 
luthoritiee, and made flagrant civil war, 
destroying property and life in various 
parts of that State, and, whereis, it ha* been 
made known to the President of the Uaited 
States by tbe officers commanding the nation- 
al armies that combine ions have been form d 
in the State of Kentucky for thep rp >seof in* 
citinpltbe rebelsrorenew the said operat.ons of 
civil war within the State, and thnsembarraai 
the armies now operating in the said States 
of V lrginia and Georgia and even to end ra- 
cer their safety: Now, therefore, I, Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United States, by 
virtue of the authority vested in me by ths 
CoLBtitotion and laws do herebv declare that 
in my judgment the public safety espschl y 
requires that tbe suspension of the privilege 
of the writ of habeas corpus, so proclaimed in 
the said proclamation of tbe 15th of Septem- 
ber, 1863, be made eff, dual, aud be duly en- 
forced in aud throughout said State ot Ken- 
tucky, and that martial law be for the present 
declared therein. I do. therefore, hereby re- 
quire of the military officers in th* *tid State 
that «be privileges of tbe writ of habeat eorput 
be eflrctuaily tuspended within the same, 
according to the aforesaid proi lama'ioa, and 
that martial law be established there- 
in, to take effect f om ths date 
of this proclamation, the said suspension and 
establishment of martial law to continue until 
this proclamation shall be revoked or modi- 
fied, bnt not beyond the period when the 
said rebellion shall have been snDP'Steed 
or come to an end, and I do hereby re- 
quire aad command all military officers 
as all civil officers and antborities existing or 
found within the said State of Ksntacky, to 
take notice of this proclamation and 
to give full effect to tbe same. The 
martial law herein proclaimed, and the 
things in that respect herein ordered, 
will not be deemed or taken to interfere with 
the holding of lawful elections, or with the 



proceeditig8of the oons'Hstional Legislatareof 
Ken'utky, or witn the administration of jus- 
tice in courts of Aw exi-t ng therein between 
citisens of the United States or proceedings 
which do not effect the military operations 
or the constituted authoritiM of the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my band and caused tbe Beal ot the Uaited 
States to be affixed.

The Times’ Paris correspondent says, that, 
notwithstanding the report somet ma since 
that the Alabama was so near worn out that 
she would have to be abandoned, and wonld 
never go on the ocean again, she made the 
trip from the East Indiaa to Cherbourg in so 
short a time that she was thought to be the 
Florida and it was so telegraphed oa arrival. 
Captain Winslow, then in Holland, beiagseut 
for by Mr. Dayton, as by protest of Mr. Dayton 
tbe French authorities were obliged to order 
the Alabama out of porL 

The steamers Mississippi, George Washing- 
ton, and Yazoo arrived out on the 26th. 

Philadblphia, Jnly 5. 

The Balletin says there is a strike for higher 
wages among the employes of the Reading 
railroad and some of its lateral branches. 
From the fact that no coal is arriving in the 
city to-day, it is presumed that the strike is 
general along the entire length of the road 
and spon all its branches. Ths officers of the 
company decline giving any information upon 
the subject. 

Wabhisqton, July 5. 

At 11 o'clock to-day Mr. Fessenden entered 
upon bis duties as Secretory of the Treasury, 
and at noon attended a cabinet meeting.

It will be anccess- 
ul. 

A spfeial to the New York Time*, dated 
Baltimore 5th, fays Brig. Gen. Tyler and 
commend are at Mococacy. Scouts hai re- 
po its d a party at Point of Rocks, consisting 
of 125 of Mosby 'a men, on a thieving expedi- 
tion. They burned a boat at Point of Rocks, 
robbed a store at Harper’s Ferry, and went 
back. There were only two companies of 
infantry and two companies of cavalry at 
Harper’s Ferry, belonging to the Potomac 
Hr me Brigade, and they disgracefully fled. 

Semmea put the beet face om the matter he 
could, though it is evident be did not like to 
face a war ship. He sent word toOomtnander 
Winslow that bs intended to drive him off, 
and W inrlow replied, let him try it. The fight 
was bo short and decisive that one would have 
thought tbe Alabama had changed p’aceswith 
oze ot her unarmed merchantmen victims. 

It is not true that the Alabama at any time 
attempted to board the Kearsage. When the 
Alabama was disabled in her machinery the 
Kearsage was run up close to her and poured 
in a destructive broadside, which tore away a 
whole section of the Alabama’s side at the 
water line, and let the water through in cm- 
cadee. The Alabama then turned tail and 
m»de for shore. 

Commander Winslow hoisted his flag of 
victory and pursued; but, finding that all wm 
sinking, he lowered his boats to pick np the 
crew. Mr. Dayton informed Commander 
Winslow that the prisoners could not be pa- 
roled, but might fee transferred to tbe St. Louis 
when the arrived and convoyed to the United 
State*. 

Commander Winslow claims that Captain 
Setsmes was taken to Southampton as his 
prisoners. He bad ample means to pick them 
np, bnt the English yacht actually stole them 
sa if by prearranged plan, thus constituting 
a clear case of intervention.

It is already said 
here that the value of the Alabama will be 
distributed among the officers and men of the 
Kearsage by Congress. 

Washington, Jaly 5. 

The intelligence from the Upper Potomac ia 
confused and vague. The citizens of Upper 
Maryland are terribly frightened, and are 
fleeing with their property tn all directions. 
The danger thus I ar seems to be apprehended 
more than real, for Frederick even is not oc- 
cupied as reported, and the rebel command 
has not occupied any town on the Maryland 
side of the Potomac. The enemy is supposed 
to be part of Ransom's (la'e Smart’s) cavalry, 
with infantry from Ewell’s corps. 

Baltimorb, Ju'y 6 

Tbe mail train from Sandy Hook, opposite 
Harper’s Ferry, left this morning as usual. 

Hunter’s forces are rapidly arriving from 
the West, and will doubtless soon confront 
the rebels. 

The enemy retain possession of the Vir- 
ginia side of Harper’s Ferry. Sigel holds the 
opppesite height*. Indication* seem to ba 
that the enemy’s force does not exceed 6,000 
or 8 000 men, and is a mere plandering expe- 
dition. 

Baltimorb, July 6. 

Tte Evening American has the following 
view of tbe situation: 

An intelligent gentleman arrived this morn- 
ing from the vicinity of Harper’s Ferry, and 
states that it is now definitely ascrta’ne-d that 
the rebel force does not exceed 5.000, of whom 
less tLnn one-lourth are cavalry, and the bal- 
ance infantry.

There wa. some skirmishing going on be- 
tween the rebels and onr troops across the 
river, and occMionally shot and shell were 
being thrown at them from Maryland Heights. 

The fig! t of Gen. Mulligan with the ad- 
vance of the rebels, at Leetown, is spoKen ot 
as meet gelUnt. He successfully repulsed them 
Several times. 

Gen. Sigel moved toward Shepherdstown, 
with bis immense wagon train in froat, the 
protection of which whs deemed of more im- 
portance than the risking of a general en- 
gagement. Not a wagon foil into the enemy’* 
bat ds, and nothing was left behind at Mar- 
tinsburg except seme oats, which were set on 
fire be ore he left. 

The impreesion when our informant left 
was that the rebel force will retire before to- 
morrow night, as Hunter will be in their rear 
by that time with an ample force to over- 
whelm them if they remain longer. The 
principal object of this raid has proved un- 
successful unless it be the damage done the 
railroad and canal, the collection of con- 
scripts, and the plunder of inhabitants. They 
have not attempted to leave the line of the 
Potomac except to rob stores at Point of 
Rocks and destroy some canal boats near 
Hancock. What damage hM been done the 
raiiroad has not yet been ascertained, though 
it is understood that they nad not retired be- 
yond Martinsburg. 

There is no tru’h in tbe statement that a 
rebel force hM beea to Boonesboro and Ha- 
gerstown, or that a raid has baen made on 
the railroad west of Cnmberland. 

Gve. W al ace is co-operating with Sigel, and 
has st cured the entire protection of the road 
as for as Frederick, which is now safe. 

Washingtom, July 6. 

The Navy Department has received ths fol- 
lowing despatch: 

Unitsd Statis Stiambr Kbabbag*, Y 
June 19, 1864, P. M. J 
Sir: I have the honor to inform the depart- 
ment that tbe day subsequent to tbe arrival 
of the Kearsage off this port, on the 14th inst., 

I received a note from Oapt. Semmea, beg- 
ging that the Kearsage wonld not depart, as 
he intended to fight her, and wonld not delay 
her bnt a day or two. Accordingly to this 
notice, the Alabama left the portof Cherbourg 
this morning at abent 9)4 o’clock, and 
10 20 o’clock this morning we discovered her 
steering toward ns. Fearing that the ques- 
tion ot jurisdiction might arise, we steamed 
to sea until a distance of six or seven miles 
was attained from the Cherbourg Breakwater, 
when we rounded to and commenced steering 
for the Alabama. As we approached her 
within about one thousand two hundred 
yarss, she opened fire, we receiving two or 
three broadsides before a shot was returned. 
Tbe action continued, the respective steamers 
making a circle round and round each other. 
At tbe expiration of an hour the Alabama 
struck, going down in about twenty minatee 
Afterwards, and carrying many persons with 
tier. It affords me great gratification to an- 
nounce that all did their duty, exhibiting, a 
coo I nee* which gave promise at the outset of 
certain victory. I have tbe honor to be most 
respectfully Your obedient servant 
(Signed) JNU.

— Provost Mar- 
shal General Fry has issued an important 
circular which will enable thoee who are ex- 
empt from military dnty to aid in (applying 

recruits for oar armies. His proposition is m 
toliows: 

Persons not fit for military duty and not 
.table to draft, from age or ether causes, hare 
>-x pressed a desire to he personally represented 
in the a;my. In addition to the contributions 
they have made in the wty ot koantt-s, they 
propose to procure at their own etpeus*, aad 
piectnt ter enlistment recruits to represent 
them in the service. Saah print. cul putriv- 
l.'fo ts worthy of special com mend Avion aad 
en curag* meet. Provost marshals, and au 
other officers acting under this Buresu, are 
ordered to farmth all the facilities ia their 
power to enlist and matter promptly the ac- 
ceptable representative recruits presented, in 
accordance with the design herein se: forth. 

The Dams of the person whom the recruit 
represents will be noted on the Enlistment 
and Dtecriptive Roll of the recruit, and wiii 
be carried forward from those papers to the 
other official records which form his military 
history. 

Suitably prepared certificates of this person- 
al representation in the service will bs for- 
warded from this office, to be filled oat and 
issued by Provost Marshals to the persons who 
pnt in representative recruits. 

This offers an opportunity for all who are 
legally exempt from service, bnt hare mooey 
which they are willing to devote patriotically 
for the service of the nation, to send m many 
soldiers to the war as their means or inclina- 
tion will permit. The munificent liberality 
of individual citisens has heretofore recruited 
and clothed companies, and famished sup- 
port for the ntmilies of volunteers dar- 
ing their abeeace, and now there are 
many who wonld willingly enlist if 
assured that provision for their wive* and 
children would be extended. The propoeiuon 
of Gen. Fry is therefore important, and under it 
every citizen can act as a recruiting officer, aad 
induce as many volunteers to go forward as 
possible. The Government will insist that the 
raDks of Sherman and Grant shall be kept 
full and reinforced if neeeeaary. Th* commu- 
tation clause will donb.leea be repealed, and, 
when another draft comes, service will m 
ccmpukory no Less a substitute ia procured. 
If, therefore, funds taa be raised for the sup- 
port of the femiliee of absent soldier* many 
volunteers may be obtained, and all of them 
will be credited on any fntnre quota.
